A post is y 
planted in the ground, and the singers, togeth- 
er with the drummers, and other instrumental 
musicians, are seated within the circle formed 
the dancers and the spectators. ‘The mu- 
kk arid the dance begin. ‘The warriors ex- 
ert themselves with great energy. Every 
muscle is in action, and there is the most 
perfect concord between the musick and their 
movements. "hey brandish their weapons 
with such apparent fury, that fatal accidents 
seem unayoidable, Presently a warrior leaves 
the cirele, and with his tomahawk or casette 
strikes the post. ‘The musick and the dancing 
cease, and profound silence ensues. He then 
recounts with a loud voice,his military achieve- 
ments. He describes the battles he has fought, 
the prisoners he has captured, the scalps he 
has taken. He points to his wounds and pro- 
duces his trophies. . He accompanies his nar- 
rative with actual representation of his 
exploits, and the mimick engagement, the ad- 
vanee and the retreat, are exhibited to his na- 
tion, asthey really oceurred. ‘Phere is no ex- 
ageration, and no misrepresentation. It would 
be infamous for a warrior to boast of deeds 
he never performed. If the attempt were 
made, some one would approach and throw 
dirt in his face, saying “1 do this to cover 
your shame, for the first time you see an en- 
emy you,will tremble.” But such an indig- 
nity is rarely necessary, and as war parties 
generally contain many individuals, the cha- 
racter and conduct of every warrior are well 
known...
